Subtle Prejudice Brought to Surface 


Brazil Film Uncovers a Racial Miasma 


By Brice Handler 


RIO DE JANSIRO, June 10 
(WPFi-An expected and quite 
different Brazilian movie opened 
here recently that deals with a 
subject most Brazilians would 
prefer to sweep under the rug: 
race relations. 

The film is called “Compas- 
0 de Espera"—Portuguese for 
“Marking Time." Jt is about # 
black intellectual who seems to 
“have it made” in the white- 
oriented society around him but 
who never really escapes the 
subtle racial prejudice that per- 
vades contemporary Brazilian 
life. 

Branl is a mixed-race nation 
that takes great pride in its ap- 
parent racial harmony. About 
60 per cent of the country's 110 
million persons are white, about 
20 per cent are black, and the 
rest are somewhere between, with 
varying degrees of native Indian 
blood, as well Racial discrimina- 
tion is strictly against the law. 
On the surface, Brazilians of all 
colors seem to get along with 
each other amazingly weil, 

Yet the is that blacks are 
αὖ the bottom of the social and 
economic ladder in Brazil. 
“Marking Time” is the first film 
ever made here to take'a serious, 
probing look eat the frustrations 
and anxieties—and also the 
remarkable complacency—of this 
country’s biack population. 

Poet and TV Personality 

Jorge, the central character in 
the movie, played by biack actor 
Zozimo Bulbul, is a successful 
advertising-agency executive who 
also excels as a poet, a lecturer 
and even as a TV talk-show per- 


sonality, 

Jorge deals authoritatively and 
well with whites, but he never 
shakes the teeling that the whites 
im his workd do not really believe 
he should be where he is. When 
Jorge falls in love with Cristina, 
a white woman played by televi- 
sion actress Renée de Vielmond, 
he experiences the ugly reality of 
Brazilian racism, and the affair 
fails. 

“The purpose of this movie is 
to bring the race-discrimination 


probiem in Brazil out into the 
open,” says Antunes Filho, a 
Yeteran white lheatrical director, 
who wrote, produced and directed 


the film. “This is one of the few" 


Third World fiims—maybe the 

only onc—to dea! in sociological 

terms with nonsiave blacks.” 
Not Censored 

It took Mr. Filho five years to 
get “Marking Time” distributed 
commertially, mainiy | because 
theater owners felt that the pic- 
ture would “turn off” the public. 
Contrary to what some people 
might think, the tough federal 
censorship office thai operates 
under Brazii’s authoritarian mili- 
teary-run government had no ch- 
jections to the film and cleared it 
without cuts. In fact, it was a 
government-affiliated film com- 
pany. Embrafilme, that finally 
put “Marking Time” on the com- 
mercial circuit. 

“Marking Time” received excel- 
lent reviews in Rio's major news- 
papers, but the box-office reaction 
has been just so-so.

“Marking Time" portrays not 
only Brazilian whites’ condescen- 
sion toward blacks but also Bra- 
zilian blacks’ own frequent con- 
ceptions of themselyes a5 in- 
ferior. 

In ome scene. Jorge tries to 
take Cristina to ἃ beach-front 
hotel, but the black desk clerk 
asks him to go away, “because 
the owner doesn’t like Negroes, 
and if I let you im here with 2 
white gir. Il bkse my job.” 
Jorge understands and leaves. 
Later in that scene, a group of 
whites viciously beats up the 
couple after discovering them 
caressing each other. 

Jorge is shown as a racial 
moderate who cols off youns 
black friends who want to 
emulate militant U.S.  black- 
power groups, but he also re- 
jects his own family's views that 
blocks in Brazil who try to climb 
the ladder of success in the white 
world are only asking for trouble. 

“What About Pelé” 

One of the most telling lines 
in “Marking Time” occurs when 
Jorge questions 2 white friend 
about race discrimination in Bra- 
zil, and the man says, “But what 
about Pelé?” 

That reference to the world- 
famous, millionaire black Brazil- 
Jan soccer star—who is 
not typical of his fellow blacks 
at home—is 8. frequent defense 
given by Brazilian whites when 
the topic of race prejudice comes 
up. The Pelé tine drew derisive 
laughs from the audience when 
I saw the film. 

“Marking Time" has its faults. 
Some critics here thought it was 
“too preachy. too lecture-y.” 
Others felt that some of the 
scenes were overly dramatic. But 
for regular viewers of Brazilian 
movies, “Marking Time” is a 
definite departure from the monot- 
ony of the low-level sex farces 
that seem to characterize the in- 
dustry, such 26 “The Panties 
Robbery,” “A Brassiere for Daddy.” 
and “How Sweet Wax Our Maid.”

Former Gov, Jimmy Carter's triumph ἴα 
the Ohio primary has brought the Demio- 
cratic party's presidential nomination almost 
within his grasp. Barring some unexpected 
turn of fate. his long quest for the nomins- 
tion is now virtually certain of being 
erouned with success. 


Yet it remains true that he won the sup- 
port of only 1.200 of the 3.000 delegates whn 
“ἘΠ participate tn the convention in Madison 
Square Garden next month. It is also true 
that the voter response on Tuesday was less 
than overwhelming, as in most of the recent, 
primaries. While winning in Ohio, he was 
swamped by Gov.

...Ford on Shaky Ground 


Preskient Ford did about as well as ex- 
pected in the final round of primaries, but 
his best was inadequate to the task of crush~ 
ing Ronald Reagan's challenge.

As it was, he not only lost 
California by ἃ 3-to-2 margin but he also 
saw his own victory In Ohio shadowed by 
Mr. Reagan's strong showing ἸῺ that state 
Only In New Jersey, where Mr. Reagan 
avoided campaigning. did the President have 
an easy time of it.

Good Work in Chile 


Chite’s military rulers must be having 
second thoughts about the wisdom of host- 
ing the sixth General Assembly of the Orga- 
nization of American States.

Does Tom Sawyer Still I ive in Hannibal? |

ANNIBAL, Mo., June 10 (NYT)-—Tom 
Sawyer is 100 years old today. Mark 
Twain's most famous hook was pronounced 
“ready” for the public June 10. 1876, 
by the London publishing firm of Chatto 
and Windus. 

It would be pleasant io say that Tom 
is alive and well and living in Hannibal 
after these 100 years, But it is not that 
simple. 

The town has changed since Twain grew 
up here dwing the 180s as Samuel 
Langhorne Clemens. The population has 
gone from 3,000 to 19,000. Houses have 
been built on once-wild Cardiff Hill, 

werlooking the Mississippi River. and 
there are few places left where bors can 
be at peace as outlaws and pirates. 


Barges 


The river itself has changed. The 
romantic steamboats that drew young 
Clemens into an early career as a river 
pilot have given way to strings of barges 
pushed by no-frill workboats. The barges 
stop af Hannibal infrequently. 

Whether or not there has been 8 
change in the town's best-known product, 
its boys, is more difficult to judge.

chlorined expanse that.covers about half 
an acre.
